Duing this conference at this time," declared 
Sen. Pete V. Domenicl. R-N.H.. the chief 
Senate budget bargainer. He accused House 
bargainers of unwillingness to agree to any 
compromise that would Include limits on 


Social Security cost-oMlvlng Increases to help 
reduce thcU.S. budget deficit. 

With the collapse - at least for the tjme be- 
ing of the budget talks. House leaders Im- 
mediately announced they would proceed 
with action on individual spending bills that 
had been backed up awaiting a resolution of 
the budget impasse. 

"We're going to achieve a $S0 bllllon-plus 
savings even if we don't have a budget," said 
Rep. William H. Gray III, D-Pa„ chief House 
budget negotiator. 

The budget approved earlier this year by 
the Republican-led Senate — endorsed by 
President Reagan - Incli/ded a one-ycar 


freeze on cost-oMIvIng Increases for 36 
million Social Security recipients and those on 
government pensions. 

House leaders have steadfastly resisted er- 
forts to come up wilh a budget that Includes 
any limits on the Increases. 

Failure to gel a budget would guarantee 
that Social Security benefit boosts, projected 
.at around 4 percent, would lake place next 
Januarv. as provided by permanent law. ^ 

Saying "there is no solution." Domenicl 
said he was throwing in the towel shortly after 
Joining other Republican congrcsslonol 
leaders in a lunch with Reagan.'DdmcnlcI 


said that he informed the president of his 
decision at the lunch and that the chief execu- 
tive "expressed disappointment and con- 
cern." 

However, he said Reagan played no role in 
the decision to call off the bargaining ses- 
sions. Democratic House leaders Monday had 
accused Reagan of seeking to torpedo the 
budget talks - preferring to control spending 
through his veto powers. ■' 

At the White House, spokesman Larry 
Speakes regretted the break in budget talks, 
saying the administration "hoped that the 
conferees would gel back to work, whether 


now or alter the recess, the sooner the bet- 
ter." 

Some members of the House-Senate panel 
suggested Domenid's surprise announcement 
might.be a hlgh-slakcs tactical ploy designed 
to get the budget talks olf dead center. 

"I think the conference will reconvene - it 
not this week, then after the Fourth of July 
recess. There's still a lot to talk about,” said 
Sen. Jim Sasser, D-Tenn. 

Domenicl held open the 'possibility that 
talks might resume, but told reporters that he 
would not meet again unless House leaders 
sent signals that they were willing to com- 
promise on the Social Security issue.

which allows Investors to get a tax 
shelter on the losses of a new com- 
pany In Us first few years.

to the company, bid attorney 
Thomas Walker, one of the original 
principal shareholders in GcmTec. 

"We've seen some interest on this 
proposal; blit not enough at this point' 
to keep the company going,” said 
Converse.

Despite gains, anti-grasshopper campaign may be too late

TWIN FALLS - Boosted by cool, calm 
weather and cloud cover, the grasshopper 
spraying program In Idaho Tuesday covered 
over 273,000 acres of la^nd. The effort was the 
second-highest total for the program. 

But evb though local county extension 
agents said the federal Animal and Plant 
Health Inspection Service and the U.S. Air 
Force arc doing an excellent job. they also 
said the spraying program will be loo late for 
many farmers and ranchers In the Magic 
Valley. 

Cassia County Extension Agent Richard 
Garrard said the spraying program Is going 


"real well” in his area but that the program 
"Is two weeks late - there's no getting around. 
It." Garrard said a number of wheal farmers 
In his area havq already lost their crop to 
grasshoppers and will have to replant. 

Even so. the spraying program Is ap- 
preciated. Garrard said the Air Force has 
been doing "a super job” since Its arrival last 
week. "1 don’t know where you could find a 
belter group of men to work with,” he said. 

In Jerome County, County Agent Bob 
Ohiensehlen said "Things are real critical." 
There was no spraying In Jerome County. 
Monday, he added, and the lost day really 
hurl. 

Ohiensehlen said six farms pulled out of the 
federal program Tuesday morning. Those 


farms will be contracting privately for spray- 
ing, 

The*fcderal spraying program has tried to 
organize farmers into 10,000-acrc blocks for 
more clllclenr spraying. Local farmers and 
extension agents have spent weeks organizing 
the blocks. Pull-outs could complicate the 
spraying program. 

"Everybody bos been real good about It," 
Ohiensehlen said. "APHIS has done the best 
they.can. Pilots have done the best they can. 
We’re Just unprepared - there wasn’t enough 
lead time," he said. 

- '.'People have worked as hard as they can 
work,” Ohiensehlen .said. "We’ve Just got 
some holes that are too big to till." he added In 
reference to the stale's mushrooming grass- 
hopper problem. 


APHIS spokesman Don Nielson said that 
nationally there Is a shortage of appropriate 
aircraft for the spraying program. 

planes fron\ as tar away as Florida have 
been sent to Idaho to help with the spraying 
program, Nielson said. The spraying 
squadron in the state is now made up of H 
planes. Four of those are four-cnglncd DC-ts 
and three arc huge C-I23s from the Air Force. 

Spraying totals from the Magic Valley area 
arc as follows; 7,056 acres In Twin Falls coun- 
ty, 41,600 acres in Minidoka County. 66,060 
acres Irf Cassia County, and a total of 66.800 
acres in Jerome, Gooding, and Lincoln Coun- 
ties. 

State Agriculture Director Dick Rush said 
Tuesday that It will be Impossible to destroy 
all the grasshoppers in the spraying program. 


Rush said the real key will be natural factors 
— such as a cool, wet spring, which would kill 
off B substantia) number of grasshoppers. 

As for next year, Rush said, "It's anybody’s 
guess right now” whether the state will suffer 
another outbreak. 

Over JIO million dollars haveiecn spent on 
the spraying program in Idaho alone. That 
amount was originally Intended to cover- 
sorayl.ng costs In all the Western stales. 

The stale's tab may come to more than 
$600,000 for spraying on its land, Rush said. 

Under the best of circumstances, spraying 
in the slate could be completed by mid-July, , 
according to Nielson. He added, however, that 
"There isn’t anything fixed hard or fast when 
you’re dealing with mother nature."

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GemTec loss reflects 
weakened economy 


The decision by GemTec, the short-lived successor to 
E.F. Johnson’s electronics plant In Twin Falls, to 
cease operations here Is certainly a disappointment to 
the community. 

No one wants to see some 77 fewer jobs In Twin Falls, 
nor the loss of the mllllon-dollar payroll which the 
company represents. / 

There are no easy answers as to where the eommunl- - 
ty's Industrial recruitment- effort ought to go from 
here. There have been a number of reports In the past 
several months about the difficulty of recruiting 
businesses to Idaho. Most of them have pointed out ob- 
vious hindrances: distance and isolation from major 
markets are among the key factors. 

The loss of GemTec Illustrates other difficulties 
which prospective high-tech firms face. One is ade- 
quate capitalization. 

It Is tough to build a corporation on desire alone, 
although that is certainly an important initial ingre- 
dient. In the case of GemTec, the sales pitch lor Its 
proposed J2 million In stock was based as much on 
community pride as on the value of Investment, which 
was admittedly highly speculative. 

Perhaps another approach beyond an appeal to the 
community to ’help out’ would have generated more 
than the very weak showing In stock sales. A sale of 
less than 2 percent ($40,000) suggests that another ap-' 
proach might have worked better. 

Still, the bottom line here Is that there wasn’t $2 
■ million just sitting around In Southern Idaho in 
uninvested capital just waiting to be poured Into this 
venture, even as worthy as we all might have wanted It 
to be. 

That is not the fault of GemTec’s energetic 
...management, -led .by^presldent R ic h ard Converse,— 
whig h nas worked to market the company’s products. 

It Is a reflection of the weak agricultural economy in 
this state and of the slump In electronics markets na- 
tionwide. Other Idaho companies. Including Micron 
and Hewlett-Packard, have been affected as well. 

In the long run, Idahoans will have to build a 
stronger economic base from both Its natural 
irresources'anSthe. addlllon'of Ingredients, lllie.a.stfohg . 
education system, upon which attracting outside In- 
dustry depends. 

The state already has a favorable legal climate In 
state laws and incentives. Rlght-to-Work, despite what 
proponents claim, will not add measurably to that. 

No one Is happy about a company’s demise. The loss 
of GemTec should not deter the community from con- 
tinuing an aggressive marketing campaign to attract 
Industry here and expand what we already have. 

We owe a round of thanks to the company for picking 
Twin Falls In the first place and to the people who have 
worked hard to try to keep It here. But some economle 
” forces are beyond our immediate control. With or 
without GemTec, the community can go forward.

"Japan Isn’t what I expected 11 to be. They have 
no c6lslne; the food isn't even good.

' symptoms. It happens everytime 1 move. My 
system dives Into wllhdrawl. I crawl Into some In* 
ner cave. I hide In bed with the shades drawn, and 
to legitimize my withdraw!, I exhibit symptoms of 
some Illness. , ^ 

Culture shock Is a psychological, physical, and 
emotional response to exposure to on unfamiliar 
culture. According to the Encyclopedia of An- 
thropology, culture shock is "characterized by 
disorientation^ heightened anxiety, and, more _ 

‘ rar'el'y',1)y 'depressed ‘o'r pararioTd b'chavlor.” T o- 
day,' Americans in Amerlca'are suffering from 
culture shock. Our own culture Is moving past us 
too swiftly and some of our citizens have lost their 
moorings. - 

Fifteen years ago, Alvin Toffler In his book, . 
Future Shock, wrote about Americans becoming 
alienated from their own culture. He discussed the 
problem in lermsofswlflly disappearing cultural 
landmarks. What was once certain and had com- 
forting familiarity, is no longer certain, nor famil- 
iar. Toffler conjectures that the future is arriving 
loo quickly for many Americans. Consequently, 
some of us are suffering from a home-grown form 
of cultural shock — future shock. 

The force which Is rocketing our cultural land- 
scape past us so swiftly is the information explo- 
sion. I’m not referring to any specific Information 
but the rapid, ever-accelerating amount of Infor- 
mation being generated by the sciences, by 
technology, and by the humanities. All that Infor- 
mation Is altering our vision of ourselves and the

TWIN FALLS - Parents are being 
advised to insure that their children 
are vaccinated against measles after 
doctors here diagnosed measles In 
two children of the same Twin Falls 
family, a spokewoman for the Twin 
Falls County Public Health Depart- 
ment said Tuesday. 

The two children, aged 1 and 2, 
were exposed to the measles virus 
when an affected child from the 
Rupert and Burley area was being 
treated In Twin Falls. The two Twin 
Falls children were advised to stay at 


home to prevent spread of the 
disease. 

Measles, which Is considered rare 
now, broke out In Burley and Rupert 
last May when a man brought the 
virus to Idaho from Mexico, said the 
spokeswoman. 

She added that the Public Health 
Department ts not expecting an 
epidemic, but warned parents to 
check their children's Immunization 
records to Insure that they are pro- 
tected against measles. 

' Measles symptoms arc similar to 
cold symptoms and include runny 
nose, slight cough, sore throat and 102 
degrees Fahrenheit temperature. 


After four days of the sickness, a rash 
comes up on the face and travels 
downward. The disease can lead to 
compllctions that include severe ear 
Infections and pneumonia. 

There Is no treatment except 
aspirin for fever, said the 
spokeswoman. Yet, an Infected per- 
son might be able to counter the 
disease if she or he can be vaccinated 
or receive gammaglobulin within 
three days of contact with the virus. 

Reports of measles In Idaho have 
declined since Moy. In 1964, the 
Department of Health recevled no 
reports of measles.; 

Measles had been targeted for 


eradication in the United Slates two 
years ago by national health officials. 

Parents can Immunize their 
children through Ihclr personal 
physician or through the Public 
Health Deparlmenl, which offers less 
expensive vaccines than do private 
doctors, (he spokeswoman said. The 
Public Health Department is able to 
keep costs down because It can pur- 
chase vaccine by a Federal contract 
that Is less expensive than vaccine 
avallabletd physicians.

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‘Big ticket’ orders hint at economic rebound

The Commerce Department 
Reported that orders for manuioc 
tured durable goods totaled tt03.8 
billion last month, with the gain pro- 
pelled primarily by a huge 50.2 per- 
cent Increase In orders for military 
hardware. 

The overall Increase matched a 4.1 
percent January gain and was the 
biggest advance since an 8.2 percent 
November rise. 

The U.S. manufacturing sector has 
been battered In recent months as it 
watched sales slip away to foreign 
competitors. This trade hemorrhage, 
caused by the strength of the dollar. Is 
blamed tor the steep slowdown In 
economic growth which occurred dur- 
ing the first three months of 1985. 

But analysts said Tuesday’s report 
provided encouragement that the 
U.S. manufacturlg sector - and the 
whole economy - may Improve. In the 
days ahead. 

"I think we are out of the doldrums. 
People are beginning to realitc that 
the economy Is back o track." said 
Michael Evans, head of Evans 
Economics, a Washington consulting 



firm. "The decline In interest rates is 
prompting businesses to go ahead 
with projects they had put on the 
shelf." 

The government last Thursday 
estimated the economy during .the 
current April-Juhe quarter would ad- 
vance at an annual rate of 3.1 percent 
- 10 times faster than the 0.3 percent 
level turned In from JanuHry through 
March. 

Evans predicted that this- rebound 
would-contlnuc with growth of be- 


tween 4 percent and 5 percent likely in 
the second half of the year as both 
consumption and Investment spen- 
ding continue to grow.

■ Butmypolntislhalyou, the con- ' 
sumer, have the right to a bargain If 
you find one. but you also have the 
right to know a gray market exists. 
And often, that's where your 
“bargains" are. 

Gray-market products bear U.S. 
trademarks, are manufactured for 
sale and use abroad and arc brought 
Into the United States without the 


consent of the trademark owners. The 
goods Include hundreds of products 
purchased or used every day ranging 
from such personal care Items as 
cosmetics and pharmaceuticals to 
more expensive merchandise, such as 
autos, watches and crystal. They 
reach the U.S. through unauthorized 
routes, and although they may suit 
the needs of buyers in foreign coun- 
tries. purchasers in this country may 
find problems. For instance: 

• The product, such asacamera.ls 
not covered by a warranty for service 
by an authorized U.S. distributor. 
Gray-markcl retailers may offer . 
their own warranties, but they may 
not conform toU.S. standards of qual- 
ity and may not be for fac- 
lory-aulhorlzed serviceherc. 

• Somcproducls.suchasbatterlcs. 


.which require cool, dry storage, are 
being transported In Improperly ven- 
tilated cargo holds. Such shipments 
can result in Invisible damage to the 
products. 

• Instruclionsforclcctrontcltcms 
requiring assembly m ay be written In 
other languages. Unless you're 
multilingual or technically handy, 
you may own a product you cannot

• The product may not meet U.S. en- 
vironmental laws. This problem Is 
commonly found in automobiles. As a 
result, the U.S. buyer may be forced 
to spend several thousand dollars 
merely to comply with U.S. emission 
control standards. 

• There arc potential safety problems 
with gray-market foods, phar- 
maceuticals and cosmetics. Some 


may contain substances, dyes or ad- 
ditives that arc allowed in other coun- 
tries but arc prohibited In the United 
States. Such products frequently bear 
no ingredient labels, and consequent- 
ly some consumers may risk allergic 
reactions or other problems of health 
they cannot anticlpalc. 

"There arc no consumer warnings 
for the gray market." says Herbert 
Sax, executive director of the Coall- - 
lion to Preserve the Integrity of 
AmcricanTrademarks. a U.S. 
trademark association. 

“Thus, wc urge consumers to 
search for clues and ask questions to 
make sure they arc purchasing 
trademarked products Intended for 
U.S. consumption. When buying a 
gray-market product, a consumer 
may save a few dollars. But the con- 


sumer also may be forfeiting a U.S. 
warranty and the assurance that the 
product conforms to U.S. safely stan- 
dards or labeling and ingredient 
laws." 

To protect yourself, ask questions 
about warranties and instructions 
when buying noticeably price-reduc- 
ed trademark goods. 

Deal with retailcl's well-known for 
their emphasis on customer service.- - 

Read labcals carefully and com- 
parison shop.

Beef levels infeedlots high but pork output held down

WASHINGTON - Livestock producers 
are still turning out relatively large amounts 
of feedlot beef but are shying away from ex- 
panding pork output, according to 
Agriculture Department analysts. 

A new outlook report by the department's 
Economic Research Service says beef pro- 
duction In the second half of 1985 “may not 
- -decline enough to raise prices.much above a 
yearearller." 


One reason for lower prices so far this 
year has been the heavy weights of cattle 
moving to slaughter. Steer weights were up 
an average 35 pounds from a year earlier in 
April, and heifers added 36 pounds. ' 

"These weights were the highest on record 
for both steers and,hclfers,'' the report said. 
"Experience suggests that these heavier 
weights will affect production for several 
months." 

Prices of Choice-grade steers on the 
Oihaha.'Ncb., market dropped to 555.50 per 
100 pounds In mid-May and then gained 


somewhat during the rest of the month. The 
average for May was about 557.50 per hun- 
dredwight. down sharply from the year- 
earlier level 01565.89 per hundredweight. 

Meanwhile, USDA on Friday Issued an In- 
ventory report showing the number of cattle 
In fcedlots In the seven major beef states as 
of June 1 was up 2 percent from both a year 
ago and two years ago — to an estimated 7.44 
million head. 

Feedlot .Inventories were up in three 
states, steady In one and down In three. 

Marketings of "fed" cattle In May totaled 


1.59 milliDn head, down 3 percent from May 
1964 but 1 percent more than in May 1983, the 
report said. 

The placement of new cattle and calves in 
fecdlols last month was estimated at 1.67 
mllUon head. That was a decline of 7 percent 
from a year earlier and 9 percent fewer than 
two years ago. 

Feedlot Inventories as of June I in the 
seven slates, which account for about three- 
fourths ol the nation’s beef, and their 
percentages of a year earlier, included: 

Arizona, 288,000 head on June I and 60 per- 


cent of a year earlier; California, 456,000 and 
82: Colorado. 815,000 and 99; Iowa, 760,000 
and 105; Kansas, 1,445,000 and 104; 
Nebraska, 1,580,000 and 114; and Texas, 
2,080.000 and lOO. 

Looking at the hog sllua.tion, the Economic 
Research Service analysis said hog prices 
rose 53 per hundredweight between mid-May 
and mid-June. Even so, it said, Corn Belt 
producers with farrow-to-finlsh operations 
were still below the break-even mark. 

As with cattle producers, hog farmers con-

If tbe Pirates' corporate entity, Plt- 
iSburgh-Alhlelic-C^IntTrllles-for- 
bankruptcy, it would be under 
Chapter 11 of the United States 
Bjankruptcy Code.

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Plants can be crucial in attracting birds 


Insect control 
include organic, 
chemical 




The warm, dry spring has In- 
-creased the insect population this 
year. Insects multiply even faster 
as weather gets hott er. 

My general philosophy for Insect 
control Is to watch for pests and 
spray only when necessary. 
However, this does require regular 
Inspection of your plants. 

, Naturalpredatorssuchaslady 
bugs.wlll control small populations 
of harmful insects. For example, I 
seldom spray for aphids (soft 
; greenplantllcel.Aamallnumber 
can be washed off plants with a 
hose nozzle. The few lhat remain 
will be consumed by lady bugs. 

For. those who prefer not to use 
chemicals, there are several natu< 
ral, organic pesticides available. 
Two of these are Rotenone and . 
Pyrelhrlns, 

There are a few Insects which 
'must bexontrolled on a preven- 
tative basis to keep them from 
ruining vegetables, fruits or or- 
namental plants. Two of these are 
cabbage worms and apple worms. 

.The small white moths flying 
around cabbage, broccoli, 
cauliflower and other related 
plants are laying eggs. The eggs 
hatch.lnto green caterpillars 
which eat the leaves and buds. 

The only way to control cabbage 
worms Is to spray or dust regular- 
ly, normally once a week.Dlazinon 
and Sevln are two of the most 
readily available chemicals (or 
' controlling cabbage worms. An 
organic pesticide, Bacillus thur- 
Ingensls (two common brands are 
. Dipel and Thuriclde) Is also very 
effective on this and other cater- 
pillars. 

The codling moth produces the

worms found In apples. It is not 
usually observed like the cabbage 
moth because lt1s mainly active at 
night. Apples must be spayed 
regularly from now until mid- 
August to prevent wormy apples. 
Most fruit tree spays contain 
OlazlnoD. Spraying once every two 
weeks Is usually adequate unless 
' we have heavy rain. Dipel and 
Thuriclde can also be used but re- 
quire weekly application. 

Another pest in great abundance 
this year in some areas is the 
grasshopper. Because of the large , 

populations which move rapidly, | 

thesO are much more difficult to 
control. • 

Sometimes spraying an adjacent 
field Is more effective than spray- 
ing your own propertyrAgeneral- — 
spraying of all plants, especially 
on the windward side Is the 
general recommendation. Sevln Is 
the most commonly recommended 
chemical for grasshopper control. 

Thorough coverage on both the 
tops and bottoms of leaves is very 
important for effective Insect con- 
trol. I have found that a tank type 
pressure sprayer is most effective. 

Be sure to read labels carefully 
and observe all precautions in ap- 
plying chemicals. Avoid spraying 
in windy weather.

Sun powers outdoor conveniences

Outdoors enthusiasts are getting 
more than. Just a good tan from, the 
sun these days. Many of them have 
Junked their noisy, smelly generators 
and get their power from, solar 
energy. . 

Modern conveniences are becoming 
the outdoors rule rather than the ex- 
ception, according to an article In the 
July Issue of Sports Afield, as 
campers, fishermen, hikers, and 
owners -of boats and recreational 
vehicles charge their batteries with 
solarpower. 

Prices of solar panels have dropped 
dramatically In the last few years, 
-f roma-whopping JIO.OOO in 1969 to $300- 
today for a 2.5 amp panel measuring 
l-by-4 feet. Consider the convenience 
ol always having fully charged bat- 
teries, and solar powers adds even 
more to outdoor enjoyment. 

Solar power Is viable In cold 


climates as well as In the .tropics, 
because U Is sunlight, not heat, that 
generates power. Solar energy actu- 
ally .works more efficiently In colder 
climates. 

The operative factor is the number 
of hours of sunlight .per day. 
Washington, Oregon, Maine, New 
Hampshire and Vermont average 
three hours of sunlight per day, New 
York has (our: hours, Virginia to 
Georgia four and a half-, south Florida 
and Nevada five and a half, and 
Hawaii and Arizona six. 

Albert Einstein In 1903 predicted 
the eventual practical use of solar 
energy, and it became a reality In 
1954 when NASA scientists Invented 
-theslHcoirwafer 

Today solar energy can run a 
bassboat as well as power all-terrain 
vehicles, live-bait wells, tractors and 
tools. 

A folding solar panel has been 
designed for mountain climbers and 



serious backpackers. It rides atop a 
backpack during the day, and will 
charge nickel cadmium batteries 
with enough power to play a radio.

Metal products 
wHI rust with wear

Someplace in Shakespeare there Is 
a line that reads: "Keep up the bright 
swords for the dew will rust them." 

The dew Is still doing Its dirty work, 
which is rusting or corroding metal. 
Water and air are the enemies of 
metal, but there Is a curious angle 
- about that. Metals which we know as 
Iron, steel, aluminum and others are 
made from oxides which arc process- 
ed to reduce them to a usable state. 
But once a metal product Is manufac- 
tured, nature takes over and begins 
slowly but steadily to convert un- 
protected metal back to its original 
form. That’s why so much metal Is 
sealed with all kinds of preparations 
’* — to keep nature (air and water) 
from doing what it is trying to do. 
There are other corrosive elements 
besides air and water - such as salt, 
carbon and sulphur dioxide, among 
others - but those two are the major 
culprits. 

The most used Item to protect metal 
from rust or corrosion is paint, but 
various oils and other coverings are 
also effective. When we buy metal 
products, we sometimes forget that 
wear and the elements- take their loll 
and that eventually there may be a 
break In the (op coat. It requires only 
the smallest of openings to permit the 
entry of air and water and the growth 
o( rust. It Is important to keep a sharp 
eye on metal objects you have had for 
a year or more to see whether a new 
coat of paint or whatever Is needed; 
otherwise you may have to combat 
corrosion that has been allowed to oc- 
cur, 

When a rusty surface must be 
redone. It Is Important that all loose 
rust, rust scale and dcterioraicd paint 

0 C«her finish be removed wllh a wire 

bri^T^Praper— oc^atiaievcr. Dirt, 
grease and oil should alsTbrremov- 
ed, washing them off wllh a detergent 
. solution and rinsing with water. 
There Is a special thlnner<leaner on 
the market that will do an even better 
Job. A rust preventative should be us- 
ed when all loose and scaly rust has 


'been taken off, but some traces of 
soundly adhering rust remain. If you 


face which has not rusted, lightly - 
sand the surface to remove any gloss, 
which otherwise would interfere with 
the adhesion of the new paint. 

Whenever bare metal is visible - 
whether It got that way because It 
never had a finish, the finish wore 
away or you wire-brushed it away - 
it must be primed before It is 
reflnishcd. The primer should be ap- 
plied generously or put on In two 
coats. The usual drying period before 
application of the final finish is from 
one to two days, but this can be cut to 
a couple of hours If a- water-based 
acrylic coating system is used. It 
combines the desired rust-preven- 
tatlve qualities In combination wllh 
the ease and speed of soap-and-water 
cleanup. 

One way in which corrosion can oc- 
cur Is when two different metals arc 
in contact with each other and are ex- 
posed to wet corrosive environments 
such as salt water, bleach or strong 
detergent. An example of this would 
be a meeting of steel and aluminum, 
which might occur if steel nails are 
used to Install aluminum gutters or 
copper gutters are installed with 
aluminum or galvanized downspouts.. 
This type of corrosion also would take 
place II steel bolts and washers were 
used to fasten brass sheets exposed to 
a marine atmosphere. Metal-touching 
corrosion is known as galvanic, but 
another kind Is called stress corro- 
sion. when certain metals ore In com- 
bination with certain chemicals. For 
instance, corrosion will result If 
aluminum alloys and stainless steel 
arc attacked by salt water; if copper, 
brass and bronze are hit by ammonia 
vapors or solutions; and if ordinary 
steel comes In contact with ammonia 
nitrate fertilizers. 

— The modern rust-inhlbltive coalings 
come In a variety of colors, making 
them useful (or decorative as well as 
functional purposes. They come in 
spray containers which are par- 
ticularly useful for all sorts of small 
melal objects. 


Bus trip finds Southern art

A trip through the rural South by 
bus may suggest the bare bones of a 
current film or novel of rural pas- 
sions. But Cynthia Rubin, who has 
made many such trips in the last 
three years by ail modes of iranspor- 
tatlon, was looking for folk art. not 
fantasy. 

The results of .^r trips lo small 
towns and forgotten byways,”as;well 
as to large Southern cities, arc on ex- 
hibition at the Museum of American 
Folk Art throiiqh Aug. 27. 

The objects - paintings, sculpture, 
pottery, furniture and textiles - date 
from 1743 to 1915. But as a result of 
her travels. Ms. Rubin says she has 
learned lhat folk art continues to 
flourish in the South, probably In 


greater quantity than .in other sec- 
tions of the country. Woodcarvers, 
folk potters and quIUers abound, par- 
ticularly In the most rural areas, she 
said. 

Like other recent discoveries which 
give evidence of a flourishing cultural 
life outside Ihe large cities, Ms. 
Rubin's was accidental. While atten- 
ding a seminar at the Museum of Ear- 
ly Southern Decorative Arts in 
Wlnslon-Salcm. N.C., In 1981. she_ 
visited folk potter Burlon Craig of 
Lincoln County. N.C.. and (oik painter 
Minnie Reinhardt. Craig still digs his 
own clay and fires It in a traditional 
groundhog kiln fueled by wood, and 
Ms. Reinhardt is known as the 
"Catawba Valley's Grandma 
Moses."
